GOODBYE TO GOLD? — The 
mining of gold is being stopped by 
WPB, mainly to release some 3,000 
to 4,000 miners so they can go and 
mine some metals that are more 
“precious”—like copper, and zinc, 
and manganese, and even iron! That 
ranks as one of the most bitterly 
symbolic news items of the year— 
or a generation, for that matter! 
It makes absolutely official the de- 
pressing fact that copper, and steel, 
and aluminum, and _ nickel, and 
other metallic sinews of war are 
more precious than gold in these 
times when the whole world is us- 
ing military power as the primary 
medium of exchange, when the 
weight and power of armed might 
is almost the sole bargaining fac- 
tor that the world dares to recog- 
nize... . Gold won’t buy the things 
those other metals will, these days 

. In fact, there’s considerable 
doubt, expressed by ace economists 
on both sides of the Atlantic, 
whether gold will ever come back 
to the eminence it has known 
throughout virtuallly all recorded 
time as the stick by which all 
other values are measured 
The success—though impermanent 
—of Hitler in using radio sets, 
typewriters, cameras and _ other 
things on a barter system to pro- 
vide the wherewithal to pay for 
the largest and most highly-mech- 
anized military force the world had 
known, is one of the things that 
have blasted the faith of a lot of 
of experts in the “gold standard.” 

SHORTAGES—The mining man- 
power shortage highlights the gen- 
eral situation,’ where shortages of 
manpower and materials are begin- 
ning to put deeper and deeper 
creases into the civilian economy— 
and in the civilian’s brow. The 
Manpower Commission estimates 
that the number of small manu- 
facturing firms forced out of bus- 
iness in the last three months may 
run to 24,000. Seemingly minor, but 
significant, was the WPB order re- 
ducing by two-thirds the amount 
of iron and steel allowable for man- 
ufacture of milk cans. It’ll mean a 
saving of only about 18,000 tons, 
but that very fact is a tip-off on 
the seriousness of the need. Simi- 
lar hold-downs will come along 
Steadily in a widening array of 
other civilian goods manufactured. 

MOBILE MOBILIZING — Uncle 
Sam7’s soldiers not only are the best 
equipped in the world, but they 
travel in a style to which fighters 
of other nations have never had a 
chance to become accustomed. The 
thing that makes this possible is 
the existence of a_ little-publicized 
peacetime industry—the operation 
of the Pullman company's “pool” of 
sleeping cars—and its rapid conver- 
sion to war duty, which has been 
accomplished with a minimum ot 
inconvenience to civilian passen- 
gers. In the first eight months after 
Pearl Harbor approximately 4,400,- 
000 soldiers, sailors and marines 
were transported to destinations in 
sleepers. Nowadays 66 per cent of 
all troops moved by train go in 
these cars, compared to 25 per cent 
in World War I. The pool idea, 
conceived by the late George M. 
Pullman, makes it simpler to meet 
unusual seasonal or regional de- 
mands of diferent roads, by shift- 
ing cars from regions where a Ssur- 
plus exists. Railroad men say they 
can provide better sleeping and par- 
lor-car service at less expense by 
using the pool plan than by having 
to maintain their own cars. 

BITS O’ BUSINESS — Nation’s 
department store sales are showing 
a fairly steady pace, at a few per- 
centage points ahead of last year. 
The long-time retail outlook isn’t 
too rosy, but expert observers ex- 
pect a mild buying splurge this 
fall before folks really settle down 
to start saving for those 1943 
taxes .... General Electric’s book- 
ings for first nine months, at 
around $1,300,000,000, exceeded the 
full year of 1941 and were 61 per 
cent ahead of the same date last 
year .... The Celluplastic corpor- 
ations says the plastic tubes for 
toothpaste and the like are now 
actually on the way’ to drug store 
shelves .... Department of Agricul- 
ture estimates the net income of 
farm operators and workers prob- 
ably will reach $10,850,000,000 this 
year—about a billion more than the 
peak year of World War I, and 136 
per cent of parity. Last year such 
income stood at 112 per cent of 
parity, and for the 1935-39 period

PILE GROWING 


Government Officer In 
County Interested In 
Getting Larger Pieces 


Spurred by an excellent effort on 
the part of most of the schools of 
the county, the Scrap Harvest is 
going forward apace and the com- 
munity scrap pile on the J. W. Lee 
lpt on lower Main Street, is grow- 
ing daily. : 

“If anyone who has scrap will re- 
port the same to the committee, we 
will see to it that a truck is sent for 
the scrap,” said H. M. Lumsden, 
chairman of the county War Sal- 
vage Board. 


“Telephone any one of these 
three numbers: 85, or 264 or 157, and 
the scrap message will be reported 
to the committee.” 

Meanwhile, a. H. Murray report- 
ed that collections of all scrap are 
being made regularly and that the 
several schools of the Placerville vi- 
cinity are swelling the community 
scrap pile by dumping their own 
collections there. 

“This is all very well,” Murray 
said, “but we want those who are 
in charge of the school scrap piles 
to know that they should first get 
a weight slip for their scrap. 

“They can weigh the scrap at the 
Placerville Fruit Growers Associa- 
tion and get a receipt for its weight. 
Then, when we sell the scrap, we 
will be able to pay each school for 
its pro rata of the total amount re- 
ceived. If the schools don’t get 
their weight certificates, you can 
readily see what confusion will re- 
sult.” 

Murray reported that a govern- 
ment representative was in the 
county on Saturday, anxious to con- 
tact the holders of larger pieces of 
metals suitable for war salvage. Dur- 
ing his short stay here, he contact- 
ed the Oregon Hill Gold Mining 
Company. 

The representative announced he 
would return to the county again la- 
ter this week to seek further to 
contact owners of large pieces of 
scrap materials.

Under the California Election 
Code all California registered vot- 
ers have the right to vote by mail 
if they are absent from their home 
precincts on election day. Absentee | 
ballots are available until October 
29 inclusive upon application to the 
County Clerk of the county where 
the voter maintains his legal resi- | 
dence. The ballot can be marked | 
before election day, but it 
must be returned to the County | 
Clerk from whom it was secured ' 


before November 9. Before the | 
marked ballot is returned to the 
County Clerk it must be sworn to. 
before a County Clerk, a deputy | 
County Clerk, or a notary public. ; 
However, no charge may be made 
for this service if it is performed 
in California. 


The application must be made 
and signed by the registered voter 
himself and cannot be made for 
him by anyone else. 

In making application for an 
absentee ballot certain information 
must be supplied to the County 
Clerk to whom the application is 
made. County Clerks will supply 
application forms upon request, but 
a letter from the applicant setting 
forth the fact that he will be ab- 
sent from his election precinct on 
election day, stating the election at 
which he wishes to vote, giving his 
present mailing address and also 
setting forth his registered address, 
will be adequate. The applicant’s 
signature should be the same as 
that on his affidavit of registra- 
tion.

However, the need for a grateful | 
supply has become so acute that 
the Navy announces its willingness 
to purchase at their appraised val- 
uation Zeiss or Bausch & Lomb bi- 
noculars in the 6x30 or 7x50 sizes. 
The price will be determined by 
the Naval Observatory, Washing- 
ton, D. C., and will be based upon 
the condition of the instrument and 
its wholesale cost to the govern- 
ment. Prices range up to $85 for 
7x50 and up to $55 for 6x30. 

Binoculars purchased in this 
manner will not be returned to the 
former owners after the war. If the 
owner wishes to ascertain the price 
which the Navy will offer for his or 
her binoculars, a tag should be at-' 
tached to the instrument showing 
the owner's name and address with 
the notation ‘submitted for apprai- | 
sal” and ship to the Naval Obser- 
vatory, Washington, D. C.

RULE AMENDED 


Effective Sunday Midnight 
Italian Nationals Are 
Relieved Of Restriction 


In conformity with a Presiden- 
tial directive announced October

Army, today issue Public Proclama- 
tion No. 13, effective at 12:00 
o'clock Sunday midnight, relieving 
such persons from curfew and trav- 
el restrictions now applicable to 
them in the several areas of the

The Proclamation was issued to

/ney General Biddle, in conformity 
| with Presidential 7 der. 


It also lifts travel and curfew re- 
| Strictions for those aliens at pres- 
ent stateless but who at the time 
| at which they became stateless were 


| citizens or subjects of Italy, and 


aliens of enemy nationalities dur- 
ing their term of military service 
in the armed forces of the United 


, States. 


The curfew regulations revoked 
by this new proclamation required 
Italians to be in their places of 
residence between the hours of 8:00 
p. m. and 6:00 a. m. At other hours 
it limited travel to movement be- 
tween their places of residence and 


employment or within a distance of 


not more than five miles from their 
place of residence. 


Proclamation No. 13 does not ap- 
ply to, nor in any manner change, 
the status of German or Japanese 
aliens, or persons of Japanese an- 
groups will remain 
subject to the penalties of Public 
Law No. 503, 77th Congress, which 
provides for immediate apprehen- 


; Sion and internment or court prose- 


cution of any such persons guilty of 
violating restrictions applying to 
them under the various proclama- 
tions. 

An Army spokesman _ further 
emphasized the fact that the neces- 
sity for continued vigilance and ex- 
clusion of individuals dangerous to 
the military security of the coastal 
front was not relaxed by this ac- 
tion.
